with Miss Hearst an d may hav e been 
with her in n ortheastern Pen n ­ 
sy lv an ia. 
A Pen n sy lv an ia g ran d ju ry is in ­ 
v estig atin g reports that the fu g itiv e 
n ewspaper heiress was hidden in a 
farmhou se in the Pocon o foothills last 
fall alon g with other members of the 
Sy mbion ese liberation Army . 
Garry said n o men tion was made 
du rin g Walton ’s FBI in terv iew of an y 
g ran d ju ry in v estig ation , bu t Walton 
was ask ed if Scott ev er discu ssed 
an y thin g with him reg ardin g Miss 
Hearst.

Snow is expected to end tonight with 
flash flood warnings in effect in the 
southeastern portion of the state.

Tornadoes and heavy thunderstorms 
raked the region again Thursday.

the Senate Finance Committee aims to 
approve by tonight a bill that gives a 
tax cut of up to $2,000 to anyone who 
buys a home from April through 
December of this year. 
Committee Chairman Russell B. 
Ix>ng estimates that all the tax cuts in 
the panel’s final bill will total $31.5 
billion, double the amount asked by 
Ford and $10 billion above the figure 
approved by the House. 
Ford, in a surprise appearance at a 
labor-industry banquet Thursday 
night, said there is “an atmosphere of 
compromise now” in Washington and 
indicated he was willing to com­ 
promise on a tax cut bill with the 
Democratic-controlled Congress. 
Long predicted his Finance Com­ 
mittee will finish writing the tax bill 
tonight. 
That would allow 
Senate 
debate to begin no later than Tuesday. 
This tim etable would allow the 
Treasury to begin mailing tax-rebate 
checks out to every taxpayer by May I. 
The caucus of Senate Democrats 
agreed earlier Thursday that Congress 
will not start its Easter recess, now 
scheduled to begin March 21, until the 
tax cut bill is passed and sent to the 
White House. 
The way for quick congressional 
action on the tax cut was cleared 
when: 
—The Senate Democratic caucus 
agreed that oil-state senators should 
be allowed only two days to try to 
remove from the tax cut bill a repealer 
of the oil depletion allowance. 
—The Senate postponed debate on an 
energy-conservation 
bill 
which 
threatened to delay action on the tax 
cut. 
The Finance Committee voted to add 
these provisions to the $21.3-billion tax- 


cut package approved by the House: 
—A 5 per cent tax credit, up to $2,000, 
for persons who buy a new or used 
house or mobile home as a principal 
residence between April I, and Dec. 31, 
1975. The cost: between $3 billion and 
$4 billion. 
—Give each taxpayer the option of 
taking a $20O-per-person tax credit 
instead of the present $750-per-person 
exemption. This would provide more 
benefits to families with two or more 
children that itemize deductions, and 
earn less than $20,000 a year. Under 
the proposal, a four-member family 
could deduct $800 from its tax bill 
instead of $3,000 from its taxable in­ 
come. 
The committee agreed tentatively to 
use this amendment by Sen. Walter F. 
Mondale, D-Minn., as a substitute for 
the increase in the standard deduction 
voted by the House. 
Under present law, a family of four 
with $10,000 in income has an average 
tax bill of $905. The House action would 
cut that to $715, and if the Mondale 
amendment is approved, the figure 
would drop to $485. 
—Provide a refundable tax credit 
designed, in effect, to offset the cost of 
Social Security taxes for families 
making up to $8,000 a year. 
The Senate provision would allow 
such families with children a tax 


refund of IO per cent, up to $400, on 
earned income. The House voted a 5 
per cent refund, up to $200, for all 
taxpayers in the low brackets, in­ 
cluding college students who work 
parttime and single persons. 


Since the House passed the bill, the 
big question in the Senate has been 
how the oil depletion issue will be 
decided. 


Under the action taken by the 
Democratic caucus, a petition to cut 
off debate on depletion will be filed as 
soon as the tax bill reaches the floor. 
The first vote on ending the expected 
oilstate filibuster would come two days 
later and a second vote, if necessary, 
would occur the following day. 
If the second debate-ending motion 
fails, the question of repealing the 
$2.5-billion tax break for the oil in­ 
dustry would be put aside until after 
the taxcut bill is approved. 
In addition to announcement Thurs­ 
day that auto sales for early March

—The White House hinted at a veto 
of the $5.9-billion jobs bill the House 
passed Wednesday. Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen would not directly predict 
a veto, but he noted one was rec­ 
ommended by Budget Director James 
T. Lynn, who termed the bill in­ 
flationary. 
—A number of private economists 
forecast an ebbing of double-digit 
inflation but said it could renew with 
an end to recession. They said con­ 
sumer prices will be rising at about a 6 
per cent annual rate in December, 
below last year’s 12 per cent but above 
the 3 per cent average rise in the past 
quarter century.

Holmes held that the type size used 
for the insurance policy was so small 
that it did not provide reasonable 
notice to policyholders. 
“It cannot be reasonably assumed 
that the insured having average sight 
of a human being would be aware of 
the content of the questioned clause, at 
least in the absence of special optical 
equipment,” Holmes said. 
Patty Hearst Probe Becomes More Complex

Bill Walton, rookie star center for 
the Portland Trail Blazers of the 
National Basketball Association, has 
been questioned by the FBI in con­ 
nection with the Patricia Hearst case, 
his attorney said today. 
Attorney Charles Garry said that 
Walton drove from his Portland home 
to San Francisco on Wednesday for a 
20-minute session with FBI agents in 
Garry’s office. 
“ Bill w as cooperative, but he 
couldn’t tell them anything because he 
doesn’t know anything,” Garry said. 
“He and the Scotts are friends, but he 
hasn’t seen them for several weeks 
and he knows nothing about the SLA or 
Patricia Hearst.” 
The Scotts are form er college 
athletic director Jack Scott and his 
wife, who had been living with Walton 
near Portland, One. Published reports 


allege that Scott had been in contact 
with Miss Hearst and may have been 
with her in northeastern Penn­ 
sylvania. 
A Pennsylvania grand jury is in­ 
vestigating reports that the fugitive 
newspaper heiress was hidden in a 
farmhouse in the Pocono foothills last 
fall along with other members of the 
Symbionese liberation Army. 
Garry said no mention was made 
during Walton’s FBI interview of any 
grand jury investigation, but Walton 
was asked if Scott ever discussed 
anything with him regarding Miss 
Hearst. 
Walton answered that he 
hadn’t, Garry said. 
Then the FBI asked if he knew where 
Scott was, and he said no, Garry said. 
“That was the extent of it. The whole 
thing took about 20 minutes,” Garry 
said. 
A federal grand jury in Harrisburg, 


Pa., heard testimony Thursday from a 
Philadelphia college student and 
freelance sports writer who visited 
Portland earlier this winter to inter­ 
view Walton for a story. 
The grand jury recessed without 
returning an indictment and 
was 
expected to reconvene in about a 
month. 
The student, 20-year-old Jay Weiner, 
refused to discuss his testimony, but 
sent a m essage to Miss Hearst through 
reporters: 
“To Tania, Teko, Yolanda and all 
my sisters and brothers underground 
or in prison, I hope you are safe and 
alert. To my comrade Jack and my 
dearest sister Micki, I am with you. 
Please try to understand the terrible 
pressure my family, friends and I have 
been under these past two weeks.” 
Miss Hearst, daughter of Randolph 
A. Hearst, president and editor of the 


San Francisco Examiner, assumed the 
name Tania after joining the Sym­ 
bionese Liberation Army (SLA), the 
group which kidnaped her on Feb. 4, 
1974. Teko and Yolanda are believed to 
be the assumed names of William and 
Emily Harris, SLA members reported 
to be accompanying Miss Hearst. 
The other persons named by Weiner 
in his statement are apparently Jack 
Scott, 
former athletic director 
at 
Oberlin College where Weiner was 
enrolled from 1972 to 1974, and Micki 
McGee, described by Walton’s at­ 
torney as Scott’s wife. 
Friends of Walton said the couple 
lived with Walton, but the attorney 
said Walton had not seen either of 
them for about a month. 
The grand jury was called in Penn­ 
sylvania after reports that Miss Hearst 
and the Harrises may have hidden out 
in a farm house in South Canaan. State 


police said the FBI examined the 
house 
Thursday 
and 
questioned 
several residents of the Pocono 
foothills community. 
Henry Kalinowski, sheriff of Wayne 
County, said he received an FBI flyer 
in January stating that Miss Hearst 
and the Harrises were believed to be 
hiding in the area.

Cam bodian Reds Still M ystery 
Court News 


Editor's Note — The writer, who 
speaks the langu age of Cambodian has 
compiled the following report from 
interv iews in the past 18 months with 
refu gees, prisoners, diplomats and 
gov ernment officials.

PHNOM PENHn Cambodia (AP) - 
In the past three y ears the Khmer 
Rou ge has grown from a tiny Com­ 
m u nist 
m ov em ent 
to 
a 
v irtu al 
gov ernment that now controls 80 per 
cent of Cambodia’s land and 40 per 
cent of its people. It has brou ght the 
Ix >n Nol gov ernment to the brink of 
defeat. 
Not mu ch is known of the Khmer 
Rou ge — which means Red Cam­ 
bodians. Bu t they are said to be rigidly 
Com m u nistic, 
distru stfu l 
of 
foreigners, ru thless, dy namic 
and 
capable of bringing C am bodia’s 
easy going cu ltu re and society more 
into line with China’s. 
The Khmer Rou ge’s chief enemy 
was Prince Norodom Sihanou k when 
he was the nation’s leader. Bu t they 
became allies after he was ou sted in 


March 19 70 and took u p ex ile in 
Peking. 
When the Indochina war first spread 
to Cambodia, the insu rgents consisted 
of pro-Sihanou k 
forces, 
old-line 
Commu nists, Marx ist romantics and 
elements who opposed the rightwing 
gov ernment Ix jn Nol had set u p in 
Phnom Penhm 
At that time, the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong were in the forefront of 
the fight in Cambodia. Du ring a two- 
y ear North Vietnamese occu pation of 
large areas of the cou ntry , abou t 5,000 
Cam bodians who went to North 
Vietnam after the French defeat in 
Indochina in 19 54 retu rned fu lly 
trained to take ov er the organization of 
the Khmer Rou ge, 
North Vietnamese troops kept the 
Phnom Penh army at bay while in rear 
areas insu rgents with the 
Hanoi- 
trained Cambodians began to control 
the popu lation and recru it, form and 
train an army . 
According to scores of refu gees 
interv iewed, life for the people in 
Khmer Rou ge areas did not begin to 
change u ntil North Vietnamese troops 
began leav ing to prepare for their 
Vietnam ese Reds 
Tightening Circle 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Military 
analy sts say the Sou th Vietnamese 
army shou ld be able to keep control of 
the most important sections of the 
cou ntry u nless North Vietnam sends in 
more m ajor combat u nits. 
This appraisal cam e as North 
Vietnamese forces pu shed their of­ 
fensiv e in a nu mber of areas, forcing 
the Sou th Vietnamese to draw heav ily 
on their ammu nition stocks. 
The Sou th Vietnamese air force, 
which reportedly had been rationing 
fly ing time before the offensiv e began, 
was said to be consu ming scarce 
su pplies of fu el as it tries to su pport 
hard-pressed army u nits. 
The cu rrent Pentagon v iew is that 
the North Vietnamese objectiv e is to 
cu t off areas in the central highlands 
and other predominantly ru ral regions 
from control of the Saigon gov ernment 
withou t hitting at the main strength of 
the Sou th Vietnamese army . 
In the long ru n, senior Pentagon 
officials believ e the North Vietnamese 
will attem pt to isolate the major cities 
of Sou th Vietnam , inclu ding the 
capital.

Edward J. Orlett, D-34 Day ton, 
has introdu ced a bill to establish a 
state medical malpractice insu rance 
program for doctors and hospitals as 
protection against “destru ctiv e u n­ 
warranted liability claims.” 
Orlett’s bill wou ld also requ ire 
m alpractice claims to be scru tinized 
by an arbitration board before being 
taken to cou rt. 
“ R ecently prem iu m s for m al­ 
practice hav e sky rocketed and some 
doctors wou ld rather not practice than 
pay the premiu ms,” he said. 
Orlett proposed establishing a Joint 
U nderw riting Association to offer 
insu rance to phy sicians and medical 
facilities “at reasonable rates” with 
max imu m cov erage of $3 million. 
The arbitration board wou ld make 
recommendations on the ex tent of 
liability and the amou nt of damages 
before any cou rt action. 
“ Parties to the claim can accept or 
reject that recommendation,” he said. 
“ If they reject it, the cou rt then hears 
the case.” 
The Day ton legislator said enact­ 
ment of the measu re wou ld “improv e 
the qu ality of medical serv ice in 
prov iding doctors reasonable safety 
from destru ctiv e, u nwarranted liabil­ 
ity claims of malpractice. The pu rpose 
is not to protect the careless phy sician, 
bu t to protect the responsible doctor 
from v indictiv e patients.”

chairman of the board of the Taft 
Broadcasting Co. 
Defense attorney Bernard Gilday , 
who argu ed for the redu ced charge 
since the girl was fou nd safe in a 
nearby motel the day after the kid­ 
naping, said an appeal was filed im­ 
mediately . 
“ I hope this will be a deterrent to 
others,” Ju dge Mathews said, tu rning 
back Kroger’s impassioned speech. He 
added that it was not his pu rpose to be 
v indictiv e. 
Kroger was also ordered to the lim a 
State Hospital for the Criminally 
Insane for testing. 
Kroger pleaded that his fiv e months 
in jail since his arrest had brou ght 
home to him the “ramifications of 
being incarcerated” and 
said he 
feared a long sentence wou ld destroy 
his family . 
He said his wife had already applied 
to Florida welfare au thorities for aid 
for herself and their fiv e children. 
Kroger, his ey es tearfu l and his v oice 
cracking, said he wanted to go home to 
his family , “pu t my nose to the grind­ 
stone to earn a liv ing.” 
Police said du ring the trial that 
$128,000 ransom demanded by the 
kidnaper had nev er been collected. 
Kroger, a former Cincinnatian, had 
mov ed his family to Florida two y ears 
ago. Some of his children had gone to 
school here with Mechem children. 
“ I’m ju st glad it’s all ov er,” said 
Mechem.

NEW YORK (AP) - The stock 
market turned upward today, sup­ 
ported by further signs of easing in 
credit conditions. 
The opening Dow Jones average of 
30 industrials was up about a point, and 
gainers took a 2 to I lead over losers at 
the New York Stock Exchange. 
After Thursday’s close, the Federal 
Reserve reported that business loans 
at major New York banks took a $424 
million drop in the week ending 
Wednesday. 
Such evidence of sagging 
loan 
demand raised the prospect of further 
declines in the bank prime lending 
rate. 
This morning New York’s First 
National City Bank and Pittsburgh’s 
Mellon Bank cut their basic rates on 
corporate loans to 74 per cent. A few 
other large banks had gone to that 
level earlier in the week. 
Today’s prices included IU Inter­ 
national, down 4 at 124; Jefferson 
Pilot, up 4 at 334; A.H. Robins, down 
4 at 144, and Eastman Kodak, un­ 
changed at 91.

PHNOM PENHn Cambodia (AP) - 
In the past three years the Khmer 
Rouge has grown from a tiny Com­ 
m unist m ovem ent 
to 
a 
virtual 
government that now controls 80 per 
cent of Cambodia’s land and 40 per 
cent of its people. It has brought the 
I-on Nol government to the brink of 
defeat. 
Not much is known of the Khmer 
Rouge — which means Red Cam­ 
bodians. But they are said to be rigidly 
Com m unistic, 
distrustful 
of 
foreigners, ruthless, dynamic 
and 
capable of bringing C am bodia’s 
easygoing culture and society more 
into line with China’s. 
The Khmer Rouge’s chief enemy 
was Prince Norodom Sihanouk when 
he was the nation’s leader. But they 
became allies after he was ousted in

When the Indochina war first spread 
to Cambodia, the insurgents consisted 
of pro-Sihanouk forces, old-line 
Communists, Marxist romantics and 
elements who opposed the rightwing 
government Ix>n Nol had set up in 
Phnom Penhm 
At that time, the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong were in the forefront of 
the fight in Cambodia. During a two- 
year North Vietnamese occupation of 
large areas of the country, about 5,000 
Cam bodians who went to North 
Vietnam after the French defeat in 
Indochina in 1954 returned fully 
trained to take over the organization of 
the Khmer Rouge. 
North Vietnamese troops kept the 
Phnom Penh army at bay while in rear 
areas insurgents with the Hanoi- 
trained Cambodians began to control 
the population and recruit, form and 
train an army. 
According to scores of refugees 
interviewed, life for the people in 
Khmer Rouge areas did not begin to 
change until North Vietnamese troops 
began leaving to prepare for their

WASHINGTON (AP) - Military 
analysts say the South Vietnamese 
army should be able to keep control of 
the most important sections of the 
country unless North Vietnam sends in 
more major combat units. 
This ap p raisal cam e as North 
Vietnamese forces pushed their of­ 
fensive in a number of areas, forcing 
the South Vietnamese to draw heavily 
on their ammunition stocks. 
The South Vietnamese air force, 
which reportedly had been rationing 
flying time before the offensive began, 
was said to be consuming scarce 
supplies of fuel as it tries to support 
hard-pressed army units. 
The current Pentagon view is that 
the North Vietnamese objective is to 
cut off areas in the central highlands 
and other predominantly rural regions 
from control of the Saigon government 
without hitting at the main strength of 
the South Vietnamese army. 
In the long run, senior Pentagon 
officials believe the North Vietnamese 
will attem pt to isolate the major cities 
of South V ietnam , including the 
capital. 
So far, the North Vietnamese have 
succeeded in cutting several important 
roads, including historic Route 19 
connecting the highland city of Pleiku 
with the coast. 
This highway has been fought over 
since the days of the French and was 
one of the first key routes secured by 
the Americans when they sent divi­ 
sions into South Vietnam in 1965. 
Pentagon strategists think the North 
Vietnamese may try to seal off Pleiku 
and the city of Kontum farther north, 
thus blocking South Vietnamese forces 
there from resupply except by air. 
To the south, the Communists have 
cut the only major highway leading to

Malpractice 
Insurance 
Promoted 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
Rep. Edward J. Orlett, D-34 Dayton, 
has introduced a bill to establish a 
state medical malpractice insurance 
program for doctors and hospitals as 
protection against “destructive un­ 
warranted liability claims.” 
Orlett’s bill would also require 
malpractice claims to be scrutinized 
by an arbitration board before being 
taken to court. 
“ Recently prem ium s for m al­ 
practice have skyrocketed and some 
doctors would rather not practice than 
pay the premiums,” he said. 
Orlett proposed establishing a Joint 
U nderw riting Association to offer 
insurance to physicians and medical 
facilities “at reasonable rates” with 
maximum coverage of $3 million. 
The arbitration board would make 
recommendations on the extent of 
liability and the amount of damages 
before any court action. 
“ Parties to the claim can accept or 
reject that recommendation,” he said. 
“ If they reject it, the court then hears 
the case.” 
The Dayton legislator said enact­ 
ment of the measure would “improve 
the quality of medical service in 
providing doctors reasonable safety 
from destructive, unwarranted liabil­ 
ity claims of malpractice. The purpose 
is not to protect the careless physician, 
but to protect the responsible doctor 
from vindictive patients.” 


Minim um Liquor 
Prices Attacked 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Rep. 
John D. Thompson Jr., D-15 Cleveland, 
introduced in the House Thursday a 
bill rescinding state liquor commission 
authority 
to 
require 
m inim um 
markups on beer and wine. 
He said the commission, under one 
of its own rules, now requires retailers 
to m ark up their beer by a minimum of 
25 per cent and their wine by 33 per 
cent. Thompson asserted the practice 
amounts to a “guarantee by the state 
that the retailers will reap a sub­ 
stantial profit.” 
The two-term lawmaker predicted 
approval of his measure would put 
retailers on a more competitive basis 
and would lead to lower consumer 
prices.

Kroger Gets 
5-To-15 Years New Citizens 
For Kidnap 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP)- G if ford 
J. Kroger, 38, today began a maximum 
five-to-15 year jail term for the Sept. 23 
kidnaping of the young daughter of a 
broadcast executive, despite his 
emotional appeal for leniency. 
“Your tale of anguish might give you 
some idea of the anguish of the 
M echem fam ily,” said Hamilton 
County Common Pleas Court Judge 
William S. Mathews as he imposed the 
sentence. 
The jury had reduced the charge to 
second-degree in finding the Winter 
Park, Fla., consulting engineer guilty 
of the abduction of Allison Mechem, 3, 
daughter 
of 
C harles 
Mechem, 
chairman of the board of the Taft 
Broadcasting Co. 
Defense attorney Bernard Gilday, 
who argued for the reduced charge 
since the girl was found safe in a 
nearby motel the day after the kid­ 
naping, said an appeal was filed im­ 
mediately. 
“ I hope this will be a deterrent to 
others,” Judge Mathews said, turning 
back Kroger’s impassioned speech. He 
added that it was not his purpose to be 
vindictive. 
Kroger was also ordered to the lim a 
State Hospital for the Criminally 
Insane for testing. 
Kroger pleaded that his five months 
in jail since his arrest had brought 
home to him the “ramifications of 
being incarcerated” and said he 
feared a long sentence would destroy 
his family. 
He said his wife had already applied 
to Florida welfare authorities for aid 
for herself and their five children; 
Kroger, his eyes tearful and his voice 
cracking, said he wanted to go home to 
his family, “put my nose to the grind­ 
stone to earn a living.” 
Police said during the trial that 
$128,000 ransom demanded by the 
kidnaper had never been collected. 
Kroger, a former Cincinnatian, had 
moved his family to Florida two years 
ago. Some of his children had gone to 
school here with Mechem children. 
“I’m just glad it’s all over,” said 
Mechem.

Here there is still the old hurdle

mechanism. Part of the solution may 
come from the latest stages of basic 
research on the pancreas begun 25 
y ears ago by Dr. Arnold I>azarow of 
the University of Minnesota. 


Diabetes results from failure ot the 
pancreas to produce or to release the 
insulin needed to utilize sugars and 
starches, both for immediate energy 
needs or for storage for future needs. 


It was almost an inevitable death 
sentence for most victims until the 
discovery of insulin more than 50 y ears 
ago. Insulin can be injected to sup­ 
plement an inadequate pancreas 
gland. 
Insulin has saved millions of lives, 
but it hasn’t cured diabetes. Nor has 
the cause of diabetes been clarified. 
Besides insulin injections, there are 
oral drugs, which may release insulin 
from beta cells. Controversy over 
widespread use of oral drugs has 
arisen with publication of studies 
linking heart disease with the drugs. 
Many diabetics with a mild case can 
get along quite well just by careful 
attention to diet and to ex ercise 
Diabetes in some respects “ is the 
nation’s No. 1 health problem,” say s 
Dr. Max Ellenberg, president of the 
American Diabetes Association. 
“ It is the fifth leading cause of death, 
and it is increasing in really ex plosive 
fashion. It is the Number One cause of 
blindness. Five out of six amputations 
of limbs for gangrene are due to 
diabetes. 
“ One half of all heart attacks are 
related to diabetes, and so are three- 
fourths of all strokes. Diabetes causes 
complications in child-bearing and in 
neurological diseases. 
“ It is increasing as more people live 
to

older. 
Before 
insulin 
was 
available, any child diagnosed as 
having diabetes never lived to become 
an adult. Now they live to grow up and 
have children, and apparently many 
pass on the susceptibility , since 
diabetes is a genetic or hereditary 
disorder, tending to run in families.” 
There is some evidence a virus or 
other ex ternal cause can 
trigger 
diabetes, Dr. Ellenberg say s. Diabetes 
often appears in children who recently 
had mumps or measles. Other viruses 
may be a cause. 
Other my steries remain, as for 
ex ample just how insulin works in 
human tissues, how it is produced and 
released from the pancreas, how 
better to detect impending insulin 
shock from too much insulin, too much 
ex ercise, or not enough food. 
An early warning device to tell when 
blood sugar is too high or too low has 
been tested successfully in monkey s at 
the Elliott P. Joslin Research Lab­ 
oratory in Boston. 
Implanted under the skin, the sensor 
detects even very tiny changes in blood 
sugar level, and sets off a warning 
buzzer so a person can correct his sug­ 
ar balance by taking food, insulin or 
ex ercise. 
Such a sensor is a critical part of a 
larger goal, the artificial pancreas 
gland. Several laboratories and in­ 
stitutions are working to perfect one. 
The sensor would continuously 
measure blood sugar levels, with a 
miniaturized computer making the 
calculations of how much insulin was 
needed under changing circum ­ 
stances. A signal from the computer 
would activate an insulin reservoir to 
release the precise amount of insulin. 
Or the computer could order a shot of 
glucose from another reservoir if blood 


sugar fell too low 
One sy stem, encased in a cabinet the 
size of a TV, has been tested suc­ 
cessfully in humans by a research 
team in Toronto, Canada. The hope is 
to make it small enough to place it 
inside the body , with perhaps some 
parts of the sy stem strapped on out­ 
side. There is no estimate y et of what 
the dollar cost would be. 
In another approach, surgeons have 
transplanted whole pancreas glands, 
from dead donors, into diabetics and 
they functioned for a time — up to two 
y ears in two cases. Drugs had to be 
used to prevent rejection, and their 
long-term use may cause other 
problems. 
Now, in several laboratories, the 
emphasis is on transplanting just the 
insulin-secreting beta cells, which are 
contained in the islets of Langerhans, 
which make up only one per cent of all 
cells in the pancreas. 
The researchers, many supported by 
the National Institute of Arthritis and 
Metabolic 
D iseases, 
are 
ex ­ 
perimenting with various way s of 
preparing beta cells, and attempting to 
prevent their rejection. 
Much of this promise stems from the 


long-term research of Dr. l^tzarow 
and associates. They ’ve cured rats of 
diabetes with beta cells cultured in 
certain way s in the laboratory , and 
then transplanted into animals of an 
inbred strain. 
“ If I had set out to cure rats of 
diabetes, instead of starting to learn 
how the islets work, we would not be so 
far along ,” 
Dr. 
Lazarow say s, 
speaking of pay offs that frequently 
come from purely basic research. 
His techniques make it possible to 
grow large amounts of beta cells in 
organic culture without having to 
isolate the islets from the pancreas. 
It is hoped that way s can be found to 
modify beta cells grown in organic 
culture so they would be less likely to 
stimulate the rejection mechanism in 
a new host. 
Human trials with 
beta cells 
prepared this way are still some time 
off, he say s. 
But if it does succeed, one day there 
might be beta cell banks, perhaps 
using embry onic cells from human 
fetuses lost in miscarriages or taken in 
abortions. 
And the supply might be made large 
enough to benefit all diabetics.

PITTSBURGH, Pa. (AP) - The 
nation’s steel industry, long a bright 
spot in a dim economy, has begun to 
lose its luster. Demand is weakening 
and unemployment is creeping up­ 
ward. 
Steel production last week was at its 
highest level in 4^2 months, primarily 
because steelmakers are restocking 
inventories. But signs point to lower 
shipments, increased layoffs and a 
downturn in production in the next six 
to eight weeks. 
Forecasters say the soft market will 
continue possibly into the third or 
fourth quarter, and they predict a rash 
of layoffs as production declines. 
Industry unemployment could jump 
well beyond IO per cent, they say. 
Estimates of current layoffs range 
anywhere from 25,000 to 40,000 of the 
more than 520,000 mill workers. 


Here there is still the old hurdle 
facing all transplants — the body’s 
natural 
defensive 
rejection 
mechanism. Part of the solution may 
come from the latest stages of basic 
research on the pancreas begun 25 
years ago by Dr. Arnold Iazarow of 
the University of Minnesota. 


Diabetes results from failure of the 
pancreas to produce or to release the 
insulin needed to utilize sugars and 
starches, both for immediate energy 
needs or for storage for future needs. 


It was almost an inevitable death 
sentence for most victims until the 
discovery of insulin more than 50 years 
ago. Insulin can be injected to sup­ 
plement an inadequate pancreas 
gland. 
Insulin has saved millions of lives, 
but it hasn’t cured diabetes. Nor has 
the cause of diabetes been clarified. 
Besides insulin injections, there are 
oral drugs, which may release insulin 
from beta cells. Controversy over 
widespread use of oral drugs has 
arisen with publication of studies 
linking heart disease with the drugs. 
Many diabetics with a mild case can 
get along quite well just by careful 
attention to diet and to exercise. 
Diabetes in some respects “ is the 
nation’s No. I health problem,” says 
Dr. Max Ellenberg, president of the 
American Diabetes Association. 
“ It is the fifth leading cause of death, 
and it is increasing in really explosive 
fashion. It is the Number One cause of 
blindness. Five out of six amputations 
of limbs for gangrene are due to 
diabetes. 
“ One half of all heart attacks are 
related to diabetes, and so are three- 
fourths of all strokes. Diabetes causes 
complications in child-bearing and in 
neurological diseases. 
“ It is increasing as more people live 
to 
be older. 
Before 
insulin 
was 
available, any child diagnosed as 
having diabetes never lived to become 
an adult. Now they live to grow up and 
have children, and apparently many 
pass on the susceptibility, since 
diabetes is a genetic or hereditary 
disorder, tending to run in families.” 
There is some evidence a virus or 
other external cause can trigger 
diabetes, Dr. Ellenberg says. Diabetes 
often appears in children who recently 
had mumps or measles. Other viruses 
may be a cause. 
Other mysteries remain, as for 
example just how insulin works in 
human tissues, how it is produced and 
released from the pancreas, how 
better to detect impending insulin 
shock from too much insulin, too much 
exercise, or not enough food. 
An early warning device to tell when 
blood sugar is too high or too low has 
been tested successfully in monkeys at 
the Elliott P. Joslin Research Lab­ 
oratory in Boston. 
Implanted under the skin, the sensor 
detects even very tiny changes in blood 
sugar level, and sets off a warning 
buzzer so a person can correct his sug­ 
ar balance by taking food, insulin or 
exercise. 
Such a sensor is a critical part of a 
larger goal, the artificial pancreas 
gland. Several laboratories and in­ 
stitutions are working to perfect one. 
The sensor would continuously 
measure blood sugar levels, with a 
miniaturized computer making the 
calculations of how much insulin was 
needed under changing circum ­ 
stances. A signal from the computer 
would activate an insulin reservoir to 
release the precise amount of insulin. 
Or the computer could order a shot of 
glucose from another reservoir if blood 
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sugar fell too low. 
One system, encased in a cabinet the 
size of a TV, has been tested suc­ 
cessfully in humans by a research 
team in Toronto, Canada. The hope is 
to make it small enough to place it 
inside the body, with perhaps some 
parts of the system strapped on out­ 
side. There is no estimate yet of what 
the dollar cost would be. 
In another approach, surgeons have 
transplanted whole pancreas glands, 
from dead donors, into diabetics and 
they functioned for a time — up to two 
years in two cases. Drugs had to be 
used to prevent rejection, and their 
long-term use may cause other 
problems. 
Now, in several laboratories, the 
emphasis is on transplanting just the 
insulin-secreting beta cells, which are 
contained in the islets of Langerhans, 
which make up only one per cent of all 
cells in the pancreas. 
The researchers, many supported by 
the National Institute of Arthritis and 
Metabolic 
Diseases, 
are 
ex­ 
perimenting with various ways of 
preparing beta cells, and attempting to 
prevent their rejection. 
Much of this promise stems from the 


long-term research of Dr. Lazarow 
and associates. They’ve cured rats of 
diabetes with beta cells cultured in 
certain ways in the laboratory, and 
then transplanted into animals of an 
inbred strain. 
“ If I had set out to cure rats of 
diabetes, instead of starting to learn 
how the islets work, we would not be so 
far along,” 
Dr. 
Lazarow says, 
speaking of payoffs that frequently 
come from purely basic research. 
His techniques make it possible to 
grow large amounts of beta cells in 
organic culture without having to 
isolate the islets from the pancreas 
It is hoped that ways can be found to 
modify beta cells grown in organic 
culture so they would be less likely to 
stimulate the rejection mechanism in 
a new host. 
Human trials with beta cells 
prepared this way are still some time 
off, he says. 
But if it does succeed, one day there 
might be beta cell banks, perhaps 
using embryonic cells from human 
fetuses lost in miscarriages or taken in 
abortions. 
And the supply might be made large 
enough to benefit all diabetics.

My husband has an infection of the 
big toe. It simply does not heal. I think 
he’s afraid to go to a doctor. That’s 
why he bandages it himself. 
Can an infection go on for months 
without being dangerous9 
Mrs. M. R. E., I^a. 
Dear Mrs. E.: 
The failure of a break in the skin to 
heal cannot be taken too casually. 
Persistent ulceration of the toe may 
extend through the skin, through the 
muscle, and even invade the bone. 
Almost invariably, these wounds 
become more infected, extend in size 
and in some cases, become responsible 
for gangrene. 
The failure to heal may, in addition 
to infection, be caused by poor cir­ 
culation. People with diabetes, ar­ 
teriosclerosis and a variety of cir­ 
culatory disorders are prone to this 
condition. 
Cigarette smoking further restricts 
the blood supply and can perpetuate 
the ulcer of the toe. 
Applying over-the-counter salves 
and ointments and keeping the wound 
covered 
by 
self-bandaging 
is 
dangerous. 
It is urgent that you urge your 
husband to get the medical attention 
he needs. 


I normally have to urinate once 
during the night. Now I notice I get the 
urge more frequently. How can I find 
the reason for this? 
Mr. V. J., W. Va. 
Dear Mr. J.: 
The most obvious answer to your 
question is, of course, the suggestion 
that you see your doctor. 
I will name a few of the reasons for 
increased frequency of urination. 
Each one of these can readily be ruled 
out and the exact reason for your 
problem determined. 
Cystitis is a low-grade infection or 
inflammation of the urinary bladder. 
This is one of the most common 
reasons for frequency of urination in 
men and women. 
Some drugs can also cause a sense of 
urgency and frequency, associated 
with a burning feeling. 
Enlargement of the prostate in men 
and fibroid tumors of the uterus in 
women can put pressure on the 
bladder. 
There are numerous examinations, 
in additon to the microscopic and 
chemical examination of the urine, 
which can help determine the specific 
cause of frequent urination. Once this 
is found, treatment is exact and ef­ 
fective.

The failure of a break in the skin to 
heal cannot be taken too casually. 
Persistent ulceration of the toe may 
extend through the skin, through the 
muscle, and even invade the bone. 
Almost invariably, these wounds 
become more infected, extend in size 
and in some cases, become responsible 
for gangrene. 
The failure to heal may, in addition 
to infection, be caused by poor cir­ 
culation. People with diabetes, ar­ 
teriosclerosis and a variety of cir­ 
culatory disorders are prone to this 
condition. 
Cigarette smoking further restricts 
the blood supply and can perpetuate 
the ulcer of the toe. 
Applying over-the-counter salves 
and ointments and keeping the wound 
covered 
by 
self-bandaging 
is 
dangerous. 
It is urgent that you urge your 
husband to get the medical attention 
he needs.

< hildren entitled to VA death benefits, 
or, if no eligible children, then to the 
person or persons who bore the ex­ 
pense of the last illness or burial. 
(Q.) I hear World War II veterans 
can now get more insurance coverage. 
Is this true? 
(A.) Yes. Policyholders with either 
term or permanent plans of insurance 
(V policies only) may request that any 
dividend due and payable be used to 
buy paid-up additions to their policies. 


The Second National Bank of Cir­ 
cleville will provide a direct deposit 
payroll service to corporate customers 
in the area, according to an an­ 
nouncement by Earl 
W. 
Palm, 
president. The program is part of an 
electronic funds transfer system made 
possible 
through an 
automated 
clearing house located in the Columbus 
Regional Check Processing Center. 
All commercial banks in the 
Columbus Federal Reserve District 
may participate in the automated 
clearing house, formed in January 1975 
by five Columbus banks under the 
name 
of 
Columbus 
Regional 
Automated Funds Transfer System, 
Inc. (CRAFTS). The initial par­ 
ticipating banks are City National 
Bank, First State Bank, Huntington 
National Bank, Ohio National Bank 
and Ohio State Bank. As sponsors of 
CRAFTS, these five banks financed its 
original development and will support 
the continued operation. 
Member banks will serve as either 
originating or receiving banks for the 
automated payroll deposit service. 
Payroll information is sent to a 
company’s bank on magnetic tape or 
punch cards. The bank posts the data 
on its own accounts and sends the rest 
of the information to the automated 
clearing house where it is sorted and 
then dispatched to other participating 
banks for crediting to employee ac­ 
counts. 
Under this system no actual checks 
will be necessary. The employee of the 
participating companies will receive 
on payday a receipt noting gross and 
net pay and deductions. The process 
permits both employer and employee 
to be customers of different banks. 
Automated payroll deposits will be 
the first service offered to individuals 
and businesses. This phase is expected 
to be in operation by the end of 
February 1975. A pre-authorized bill 
payment 
program 
and 
other 
automated services are projected with 
the system and will be available at a 
later date. 
Similar 
automated 
payment 
systems are in operation in California, 
Atlanta, Boston and Minneapolis and 


are being studied in other areas. 
Columbus is expected to be the first 
such system in operation in Ohio. The 
recent announcement by the U.S. 
government that all Social Security 
checks would be generated elec­ 
tronically by July 1976 is further 
evidence that the “check-less society” 
is on its way. While the use of an 
automated clearing house will not end 
the check system, it will help to lessen 
the growth of check-writing volume, 
predicted to swell from 23 billion 
checks in 1973 to 44 billion by 1980. 
Heavy acceptance of the CRAFTS 
program is expected since benefits to 
the consumer, both business and in­ 
dividuals, has been the primary 
concern of the CRAFTS committee in 
Columbus and are the basis on which 
the Columbus system will operate. 
Columbus banks have led the 
country in the field of automated 
banking with more “machine” banks 
in operation in proportion to population 
than in any other city in the United 
States. 
CRAFTS is a member of the 
National Automated Gearing House 
Association which, it is expected, will 
spearhead a network of automated 
clearing houses coast to coast as other 
electronic funds transfer systems are 
developed. 
The Regional Check Processing 
Center in Columbus is the hub of a zone 
within the Fourth Federal Reserve 
District covering 124 banks with 220 
branches in 27 counties within a 100- 
mile radius of the capital.

As 
ex p ected, G en eral M itchell was 
declared gu ilty o n all charges with 
o n lv Gen eral MacArthu r v o tin g in his 
fav o r. He was su sp en ded fro m ran k, 
co mman d an d du ty with fo rfeitu re o f 
all p ay an d allo wan ces fo r fiv e y ears. 
Gen eral Ho we, p residin g ju dge, wro te: 
“The Co u rt is thu s so len ien t becau se 
o f the military reco rd o f the accu sed 
du rin g the Wo rld War” . 
Mitchell died in 19 3 6 , age 56 . Twen ty 
y ears later his so n tried to get the 
Co u rt Martial v erdict set aside. In 
resp o n se S ecretary Do u glas said, 
“The histo ry o f recen t y ears has sho wn 
that Gen . Mitchell’s v isio n co n cern in g 
the fu tu re o f air p o wer was amazin gly 
accu rate. He saw an d fo rcast with 
p recisio n the ro le o f air p o wer as it 
dev elo p ed in Wo rld War II an d as we 
see it to day . Ou r n atio n is deep ly in his 
debt; his v isio n s hav e been v in dicated. 
Bu t while o n activ e du ty an d su bject to 
m ilitary discip lin e, his charges 
again st the Army an d Nav y Dep art­ 
men ts v io lated the 9 6 th article o f War. 
Therefo re, the ap p licatio n is den ied.” 
Gen eral Mitchell, father o f the Air 
Fo rce an d v isio n ary ex tra-o rdin airy , 
thu s jo in ed the ran ks o f tho u san ds who 
hav e p aid the p erso n al p rice o f 
disho n o r fo r hav in g giv en the wo rld the 
Sp irit o f Visio n .

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The Spirit Of Vision' 
Monday Club Program 
By Mrs. Fred Gearhart 


General William Mitchell was the 
subject of Mrs. Fred Z. Gearhart’s 
paper, “ The Spirit of Vision’’ for the 
March 10th meeting of Monday Club at 
the Pickaw ay County Historical 
Museum. 
History records that the United 
States actually grew up with an 
aversion to the man with a vision. 
Many of our early inventors, stymied 
by ridicule, lack of financial support 
and the deaf ear of Congress, were 
forced to take their ideas to Europe for 
acceptance. 
At an early age William Mitchell 
became vitally interested in electricity 
and physics. When his father entered 
the Senate and the family moved to 
Washington, Billy Mitchell developed 
a great interest in American history. 
Billy was present in the Senate 
gallery on the day that the declaration 
of the Spanish-American war was 
read. He immediately enlisted in the 
army at the age of 18. 
The turn of the century found Mit­ 
chell under the command of Gen. 
Arthur McArthur in the Phillipines 
assigned to subdue guerilla bands. He 
won commendation for laying a 
telephone line through enemy infested 
jungle. 
As early as 1906 Mitchell predicted 
that future wars would be carried on in 
the air, on land and water surfaces, 
and under water with submarines. 
After a trip to the Orient he reported 
many 
hidden 
wireless 
stations 
throughout the Phillipine Islands, 
Japan, China and Russia, but his 
reports were not deemed important by 
his superiors. 
Upon his return from the Orient, 
Mitchell was chosen for the Army 
General Staff. At this time he was 
gaining support for his radical views 
on aviation. 
In the new position he monitored 
m ilitary 
information 
concerning 
Europe and the Balkan Wars. 
When German troops marched into 
the low countries in 1914, Mitchell

stated that the U.S. underestimated 
Germany and that war with both 
Germany and Japan was inevitable. 
When he warned of U.S. shortcomings 
in military defense, his superiors 
advised that he should leave the Army. 
In 1917 Mitchell was assigned to 
observe 
the 
manufacture 
and 
development of aircraft. During this 
time he developed the air blitzing 
strategy of modem warfare. His St. 
Mihiel offensive provided the turning 
point 
that 
ended 
World 
War 
I. 
Promoted to Brigadier General and 
decorated by every European ally, 
Mitchell 
was promised the post of 
Director of Aeronautics. Due to a 
scandal surrounding the air force trust 
and the jealousy of his superiors his 
appointment was made instead to the 
Infantry. Mitchell rallied his old war 
aviators and they began a campaign 
for a separate Air Force Command. 
Mitchell predicted that bombers would 
cross the Atlantic and return, and 
aircraft carriers and submarines were 
capable of high speed. He called for air 
raid protection for cities, food 
rationing and medical assistance 
programs. He also recommended that 
weather reports, landing fields and air 
routes be established across the U.S., 
Canada, and South America. 
After a nine month tour of the Far 
East in 1923 to lay ground work for a 
round-the-world 
flight, 
Mitchell 
predicted a Japanese attack upon 
Pearl Harbor and the Phillipines. His 
opponents ridiculed these prophecies 
and joked about Mitchell “ being a 
dreamer who had dreamt too long.” 
Mitchell with a team of four other 
aviators completed the first round-the- 
world flight. He was given a hero’s 
welcome by the American public and 
his fame rose in Europe and Asia. 
Mitchell’s book, “ Winged Defense” , 
threw a bomb into American com­ 
placency. After four new navy planes 
and the dirigible crashed, Mitchell 
said, “ These accidents are the result of 
incompetencies, criminal negligence 
and almost treasonable neglect of our 
national defense by our Navy and War 
Departments.” In response to these 
statements, the Army announced that 
Mitchell 
would 
be 
tried 
for 
in­ 
subordination by a Court Martial. He 
was put under technical arrest and 
forbidden to leave the city or to speak 
publicly. 
Frank 
Reid, 
Jr., 
Congressman from Illinois, volun­ 
teered to defend him. Twelve in­ 
fluential generals, including Douglas 
MacArthur, sat in judgment and 
ignored Mitchell’s protest that the 
Court should consist of flying officers. 
Eight charges were made against 
Mitchell. The trial was a mockery of 
justice on the part of the military 
establishment. Witnesses were bribed 
and 
threatened, 
evidence 
was 
falsified, and defense documents were 
arbitrarily declared inadmissable. As 
expected, General M itchell was 
declared guilty on all charges with 
only General MacArthur voting in his 
favor. He was suspended from rank, 
command and duty with forfeiture of 
all pay and allowances for five years. 
General Howe, presiding judge, wrote: 
“ The Court is thus so lenient because 
of the military record of the accused 
during the World W ar” . 
Mitchell died in 1936, age 56. Twenty 
years later his son tried to get the 
Court Martial verdict set aside. In 
response Secretary Douglas said, 
“ The history of recent years has shown 
that Gen. Mitchell’s vision concerning 
the future of air power was amazingly 
accurate. He saw and forcast with 
precision the role of air power as it 
developed in World War II and as we 
see it today. Our nation is deeply in his 
debt; his visions have been vindicated. 
But while on active duty and subject to 
m ilitary discipline, his charges 
against the Army and Navy Depart­ 
ments violated the 96th article of War. 
Therefore, the application is denied.” 
General Mitchell, father of the Air 
Force and visionary extra-ordinairy, 
thus joined the ranks of thousands who 
have paid the personal price of 
dishonor for having given the world the 
Spirit of Vision.

country, Chamberlain points out that 
the word, “ discipline,” stems from the 
word, “ disciple,” and he adds: 
“ You can’t be a disciple without 
discipline. It’s the heart and root of the 
Salvation Army. Discipline is what 
started the Army, what has kept it 
going, and is the secret of its useful­ 
ness to God.” 
That quality, however, has become 
sorely lacking in modem times, says 
Chamberlain, 65, a broad-shouldered, 
five-foot-eleven man of erect bearing 
and decisive manner. 
He said in an interview that per­ 
missiveness and vagueness about 
responsibility have made “ terrible 
inroads,” affecting nearly every strata 
of society with false ideas of freedom 
and uncertainty about duty or purpose, 
“ Discipline is what makes service to 
others possible,” he said. “ It’s not a 
yoke around the neck, but gives 
direction and value to life. It’s a vital 
part of Christian 
witness, and 
something the world greatly needs 
today — to be under the discipline of 
God’s love.” 
It’s also a characteristic that the 
Salvation Army consistently displays 
in an otherwise often slack religious 
environment, in which few, if any, 
other groups live so sparely them­ 
selves and give so much. 
Although the Army dispenses huge 
quantities of aid in nearly every hard- 
hit region of the world, and runs 1,400 
centers for the down-and-out in this 
country, plus 250 foster homes, its own 
officers get by on bare necessities. 
“ We don’t feel handicapped — we 
feel privileged to serve,” Chamberlain 
said. “ Of course, you’ve got to be very 
thrifty, but your hours are so few, you 
don’t have time for entertainment. It’s 
an in-house sort of life. 
“ Some may think it’s too rugged, but 
it’s the kind of dedication that gives 
purpose to life. It’s what people need

and what many are looking for.” 
He said a “ whole new element” of 
Americans, particularly among the 
younger generation and with ex­ 
tensive,

backgrounds, “ have seen the kind of 
work we do among less privileged 
people and they want to get involved. 
“ We symbolize something to them, * 
he said. “ We symbolize the practical 
carrying out of the ideal of serving 
those in need, and this is something 
more and more young people want to 
participate in — the joy of service.”

country, Chamberlain points out that 
the word, “discipline,” stems from the 
word, “disciple,” and he adds: 
“You can’t be a disciple without 
discipline. Ifs the heart and root of the 
Salvation Army. Discipline is what 
started the Army, what has kept it 
going, and is the secret of its useful­ 
ness to God.” 
That quality, however, has become 
sorely lacking in modern times, says 
Chamberlain, 65, a broad-shouldered, 
five-foot-eleven man of erect bearing 
and decisive manner. 
He said in an interview that per­ 
m issiveness and vagueness about 
responsibility have made “terrible 
inroads,” affecting nearly every strata 
of society with false ideas of freedom 
and uncertainty about duty or purpose. 
“Discipline is what makes service to 
others possible,” he said. “It’s not a 
yoke around the neck, but gives 
direction and value to life. It’s a vital 
part 
of 
Christian 
witness, 
and 
something the world greatly needs 
today — to be under the discipline of 
God’s love.” 
Ifs also a characteristic that the 
Salvation Army consistently displays 
in an otherwise often slack religious 
environment, in which few, if any, 
other groups live so sparely them­ 
selves and give so much. 
Although the Army dispenses huge 
quantities of aid in nearly every hard- 
hit region of the world, and runs 1,400 
centers for the down-and-out in this 
country, plus 250 foster homes, its own 
officers get by on bare necessities. 
“We don’t feel handicapped — we 
feel privileged to serve,” Chamberlain 
said. “Of course, you’ve got to be very 
thrifty, but your hours are so few, you 
don’t have time for entertainment. Ifs 
an in-house sort of life. 
“Some may think it’s too rugged, but 
ifs the kind of dedication that gives 
purpose to life. Ifs what people need 


and what many are looking for ” 
He said a “whole new element 
of 
Americans, particularly among the 
younger generation and with ex­ 
tensive, 
varied 
educational 
backgrounds, “have seen the kind of 
work we do among less privileged 
people and they want to get involved. 
“We symbolize something to them, 
he said. “We symbolize the practical 
carrying out of the ideal of serving 
those in need, and this is something 
more and more young people want to 
participate in — the joy of service.

co ngressmen why he thinks mo re must 
be do ne to pro tect the peo ple wo rking 
in agriculture during these hard times. 
At o ne po int, he said: “ Fo rty acres 
and a mule no lo nger is the basis o f 
American agriculture — if it ev er 
was.” At ano ther po int, he said: “ The 
wo rst thing that co uld happen to 
co nsumers wo uld be to hav e sho rtages 
— that wo uld run up prices.” 
Fo ley , a Demo crat fro m Washingto n 
state, was speaking as chairman o f the 
Ho use Agriculture Co mmittee and was 
getting ready fo r what will be his 
to ughest cho re — co nv incing a Ho use 
full o f co nsumer-minded urban fo rces 
to accept new eco no mic aid fo r rural 
Americans. 
His o ther pro blem 
is that ad­ 
ministratio n 
o fficia ls 
will 
urge 
President Fo rd to v eto the bill if 
Co ngress passes it. 
“ I ho pe all can see the needs o f the 
co untry in bro ader perspectiv e than 
that o f the co nstituents we represent,” 
Fo ley to ld the Rules Co mmittee 
Thursday sho rtly befo re the panel 
v o ted 11 to 5 to clear the farm bill fo r 
Ho use actio n ex pected nex t Tuesday o r 
Wednesday . 
The legislatio n bo o sts go v ernment- 
guaranteed prices fo r pro ducers o f 
milk, co tto n, wheat, co m and o ther 
feed grains this y ear. Fo ley said it is 
crucial eco no mic aid fo r the farmer 
and. in turn, the co nsumer. 


Ho use Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., 
backs the bill. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
o ppo ses the legislatio n. 
Why is relief necessary ? 
Fo ley 
submitted his co m m ittee’s repo rt 
citing Agriculture Department figures 
that: 


—Farm pro ductio n ex penses, at 
$74.8 billio n fo r 19 74, were up $10 billio n 
fro m 19 73. 
—Prices paid fo r pro ductio n items, 
interest, tax es and wage rates jumped 
15 per cent last y ear. 
—Fertilizer prices av eraged so me 70 
per cent abo v e 19 73. 
—Fuel prices also zo o med upward, 
resulting in much higher o utlay s by 
farmers. 
—Seed prices, reflecting tight 
supplies, were up o ne-third. 
Thus, the co mmittee said, because o f 
“ the tremendo us increase in the co st o f 
pro ductio n o f agricultural co m­ 
mo dities,” the 19 73 basic farm law “ no 
lo nger affo rds the pro tectio n to the 
pro ducer that is necessary to insure 
max imum pro ductio n.” 


But Butz claims the 
legislatio n 
“ wo uld deny farmers the incentiv e to 
pro duce co mmo dities needed in the 
marketplace, causing them instead to 
pro duce fo r go v ernment pay ments. It 
co uld fo rce cro pland o ut o f pro ductio n 
and drain the federal treasury o f

NEW YORK (AP) — Americans 
hav e lo ng feared bigness, o r at least 
the badness they fear co mes with 
bigness, especially the po wer that 
permits o ne o r mo re co mpanies to di­ 
minish price co mpetitio n. 
Go v ernment antitrust activ ity is 
familiar to any o ne who has ev er taken 
an intro ducto ry 
American histo ry 
co urse, and it co ntinues, mo st im­ 
mediately in the fo rm o f a suit against 
Internatio nal Business Machines. 
Nev ertheless, 
American 
industry 
has an affinity fo r gro wth and size, and 
no where is it mo re ev ident to day than 
in banking, where the po wers o f 
aggressiv e, big city institutio ns has 
begun ringing alarm bells. 
The mo re do minant po sitio n the 
superlarge bank achiev es, the mo re it 
can dictate terms to industries which 
need bank capital, especially since 
Wall Street, the alternativ e fund rai­ 
ser, is in a weakened po sitio n. 
Dav id Cates, a co nsultant to bank 
managements thro ugho ut the co untry , 
is especially aware o f the po wer 
co ncentratio n, particularly the fight 
between the superlarge banks and the 
large regio nal banks just belo w them 
in size. 
Cates, who has held v ario us titles in 
finance, including that 
o f v ice 
president fo r the inv estment ho use o f 
I/>eb, Rho ades & Co ., believ es that 
credit crises help the supersize banks. 
Crises no w seem to be recurrent in 
o ur mo ney sy stem. Credit crunches, 
fo r instance, o ccurred in 19 6 6 ,19 6 9 and 
19 74, the latter the mo st griev o us o f all. 
Crises, he fears, may hav e beco me 
structured into the sy stem. 
When there is a liquidity sho rtage o r 
credit crunch, suspicio ns seem to 
spread that all but the v ery largest 
banks may hav e pro blems meeting 
their co mmitments. As a result, co r­ 
po ratio ns transfer o r 
“ upstream” 
their business to the largest banks, at 
the ex pense o f smaller o nes. 
This is mo re o f a pro blem fo r the 
regio nal banks than is immediately 
apparent. Faced with a lo ss o f co n­ 
fidence, they are fo rced to turn co n­ 
serv ativ e in o rder to pro v e their 
sta bility . They sa crifice earnings 
o ppo rtunities in the pro cess. 
Ano ther facto r wo rks in fav o r o f the 


biggest banks: they enjo y a rate 
benefit in bidding fo r funds. They hav e 
access to the lo west co st mo ney . 
Co rpo rate treasurers, fo r instance, 
might be willing to accept o nly 6 per 
cent o n a certificate o f depo sit fro m a 
superlarge bank but demand 6 .5 fro m 
a medium-size institutio n.

facto r 
that 
Cates 
calls 
de­ 
lo calizatio n also fav o rs the largest 
banks. Earlier in o ur financial histo ry 
mo ney tended to remain relativ ely 
clo se to the lo cale o f the mo ney ho lder. 
No w it trav els. 
When ra tes beco me a ttra ctiv e 
so phisticated mo ney ho lders send their 
mo ney where rates are best. Again, 
the v ery largest banks hav e an ad­ 
v antage in issuing attractiv e sav ings 
and inv estment instruments.

Mrs. Flo wers said the o ffice has 
receiv ed mo re than 300 calls in 
respo nse to the dy ing mo ther’s wish to 
find a go o d ho me fo r her children, 
Sheri, 12, J o ey , 10, and Amber, 6 . 
“ She (Mrs. Hardy ) just can’t believ e 
it,” Mrs. Flo wers said. “ She cried 
when we to o k o v er the list o f names. 
She’s just o v erwhelmed.” 
Mrs. Hardy learned she had breast

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Rural Aid Plan 
Faces Tough Fight 


Stand-By Draft Lottery Numbers Drawn 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Rep. Tom 
Foley recently was telling key 
congressmen why he thinks more must 
be done to protect the people working 
in agriculture during these hard times. 
At one point, he said: “ Forty acres 
and a mule no longer is the basis of 
American agriculture — if it ever 
was.” At another point, he said: “ The 
worst thing that could happen to 
consumers would be to have shortages 
— that would run up prices.” 
Foley, a Democrat from Washington 
state, was speaking as chairman of the 
House Agriculture Committee and was 
getting ready for what will be his 
toughest chore — convincing a House 
full of consumer-minded urban forces 
to accept new economic aid for rural 
Americans. 
His other problem is that ad­ 
m inistration officials w ill 
urge 
President Ford to veto the bill if 
Congress passes it. 
“ I hope all can see the needs of the 
country in broader perspective than 
that of the constituents we represent,” 
Foley told the Rules Committee 
Thursday shortly before the panel 
voted ll to 5 to clear the farm bill for 
House action expected next Tuesday or 
Wednesday. 
The legislation boosts government- 
guaranteed prices for producers of 
milk, cotton, wheat, com and other 
feed grains this year. Foley said it is 
crucial economic aid for the farmer 
and. in turn, the consumer. 


House Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., 
backs the bill. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
opposes the legislation. 
Why is relief necessary? Foley 
submitted his committee’s report 
citing Agriculture Department figures 
that: 


■—Farm production expenses, at 
$74.8 billion for 1974, were up $10 billion 
from 1973. 
—Prices paid for production items, 
interest, taxes and wage rates jumped 
15 per cent last year. 
—Fertilizer prices averaged some 70 
per cent above 1973. 
—Fuel prices also zoomed upward, 
resulting in much higher outlays by 
farmers. 
—Seed prices, reflecting tight 
supplies, were up one-third. 
Thus, the committee said, because of 
“ the tremendous increase in the cost of 
production of agricultural com­ 
modities,” the 1973 basic farm law “ no 
longer affords the protection to the 
producer that is necessary to insure 
maximum production.” 


But Butz claims the legislation 
“ would deny farmers the incentive to 
produce commodities needed in the 
marketplace, causing them instead to 
produce for government payments. It 
could force cropland out of production 
and drain the federal treasury of 
billions of dollars in program 
payments.”

NEW YORK (A P) — Americans 
have long feared bigness, or at least 
the badness they fear comes with 
bigness, especially the power that 
permits one or more companies to di­ 
minish price competition. 
Government antitrust activity is 
fam iliar to anyone who has ever taken 
an introductory American history 
course, and it continues, most im­ 
mediately in the form of a suit against 
International Business Machines. 
Nevertheless, American industry 
has an affinity for growth and size, and 
nowhere is it more evident today than 
in banking, where the powers of 
aggressive, big city institutions has 
begun ringing alarm bells. 
The more dominant position the 
superlarge bank achieves, the more it 
can dictate terms to industries which 
need bank capital, especially since 
Wall Street, the alternative fund rai­ 
ser, is in a weakened position. 
David Cates, a consultant to bank 
managements throughout the country, 
is especially aware of the power 
concentration, particularly the fight 
between the superlarge banks and the 
large regional banks just below them 
in size. 
Cates, who has held various titles in 
finance, including that of vice 
president for the investment house of 
Ix>eb, Rhoades & Co., believes that 
credit crises help the supersize banks. 
Crises now seem to be recurrent in 
our money system. Credit crunches, 
for instance, occurred in 1966,1969 and 
1974, the latter the most grievous of all. 
Crises, he fears, may have become 
structured into the system. 
When there is a liquidity shortage, or 
credit crunch, suspicions seem to 
spread that all but the very largest 
banks may have problems meeting 
their commitments. As a result, cor­ 
porations transfer or “ upstream” 
their business to the largest banks, at 
the expense of smaller ones. 
This is more of a problem for the 
regional banks than is immediately 
apparent. Faced with a loss of con­ 
fidence, they are forced to turn con­ 
servative in order to prove their 
stability. They sacrifice earnings 
opportunities in the process. 
Another factor works in favor of the

“ She (Mrs. Hardy) just can’t believe 
it,” Mrs. Flowers said. “ She cried 
when we took over the list of names. 
She’s just overwhelmed.” 
Mrs. Hardy learned she had breast 
cancer two years ago when she 
detected a lump. She has had several 
operations since then. 
A welfare recipient whose monthly 
grant is $209, Mrs. Hardy said her 
husband deserted the family five years 
ago and her major concern is her 


children. 
Mrs. Flowers, who talked with her 
before the operation, quoted her as 
saying, “ I can only give them (the 
children) two things now— each other 
and to continue being raised in 
Catholicism, the religion they’ve been 
started in.”

Senate Adopts 
Glenn Proposal 


WASHINGTON (AP)-An amend­ 
ment offered by Sen. John Glenn, D- 
Ohio, to delete from an energy con­ 
servation bill a provision to free a 
limited amount of state-owned oil from 
price controls was adopted by the 
Senate by a voice vote Thursday. 
Glenn argued that permitting states 
to sell oil at the world price of more 
than $11 a barrel would cost consumers 
up to $225 million a year. He said state 
revenues should be raised by taxes 
rather than higher oil prices. 
Sen. J. Bennett Johnston Jr., D-La., 
disputed Glenn’s contentions, said the 
provision would not result in “ one cent 
of additional cost to consumers.” 
He said the resulting increase in the 
cost of gasoline would have been so 
inconsequential that the oil companies 
would have absorbed it.

Escapee Sought 
In Southwest Ohio 


HAMILTON, Ohio (A P) - Hamilton 
and Butler County authorities, sup­ 
ported by the Ohio Highway Patrol, 
continued to search the west side of 
Hamilton today for William Murphy, 
28, who escaped Thursday from the 
courthouse after being sentenced to 4- 
25 years in jail. 
All available police plus a highway 
patrol airplane and a sheriff’s 
helicopter joined in the search 
Thursday night 
It was Murphy’s second successful 
escape in IO years from the Butler 
County Courthouse. 
Police said Murphy escaped from 
the old jail IO years ago by greasing 
himself and squeezing through the 
bars of his cell window. 
Police said Murphy fled Thursday to 
the same area where he was captured 
after his first escape. 
They said Murphy and his brother, 
Harold, 26, both pleaded guilty to the 
armed robbery of a market Jan. 9 and 
were sentenced by Butler County 
Common Pleas Court Judge Robert L. 
Marrs. 
Harold was placed on probation. 
Deputy Lowell Bower said Murphy 
raised his hands to be handcuffed after 
Marrs left the courtroom then grabbed 
Bower’s revolver. 


He then took a second revolver from 
Detective Gary Martin and backed out 
of the room using his defense attorney, 
Henry A. Masana, as a shield, officers 
said. 
Murphy ran down three floors and 
stopped a car driven by David 
Churchman, a counselor for the Youth 
Services Bureau, police said. Chur­ 
chman then drove Murphy to the West 
Side where he disappeared, they ad­ 
ded. 
Meanwhile, police held Harold 
Murphy, who had left the courtroom, 
in the custody of Judge Marrs before 
his brother’s escape. 
Marrs said he held Harold at gun­ 
point in his chambers while police in 
the courthouse joined the chase for 
William. 
Harold was then turned over to 
jailers.

LPGA Votes 
Not To Play 
In Tourney 


HOUSTON (AP) — The Ladies 
Professional Golfers Association has 
voted not to play in the $100,000 LPGA 
tournament scheduled here after 
hearing a last minute play now, pay 
later offer from the sponsor. 
LPGA Executive Director Bud 
Erickson broke the unprecedented 
news late Thursday night after a final 
meeting with the tournament sponsor, 
Gulf Coast Golf News. 
“Due to the fact that I^arry Flood 
and Gulf Coast Golf News have failed 
to live up to the contractual obligations 
concerning the prize purse, the LPGA 
today (Thursday) announced the 
decision of its membership not to 
participate in the Gulf Coast Golf News 
Open,” Erickson said in the statement. 
LPGA lawyer Fletcher Etheridge 
said less than two per cent of the 
$100,000 purse was on deposit in a bank 
late Thursday when the LPGA touring 
pros voted overwhelmingly not to play 
in the tournament, scheduled to begin 
today. 
“We’ve had some bad checks, things 
like that, but never this,” LPGA 
President Carol Maim said. “I think 
ifs an unfortunate situation. We tried 
every way we could to give the sponsor 
a chance to produce and still protect 
our rights and our options as well as we 
possibly could.” 
Erickson said Flood planned to 
finance the tournament by selling 
sponsorships ranging from $8,500 down 
to $25. 
“Because of sponsor participation 
and some late withdrawals, it left us in 
a position that we asked for new 
arrangements that the LPGA felt like 
it couldn’t accept,” Flood said. “But 
we still are willing to meet our 
obligation even if it has to be paid at a 
later date. 
“ It,almost boils down 
into 
a 
category of play now and pay later.” 
A field of 102 golfers had been 
scheduled to tee off at Westwood 
Country Club today for the 54-hole 
event, one of the largest fields on the 
tour. 
Cancellation of the tournament here 
keeps the touring pros out of action for 
a second straight week. They had an 
open date last week.

Slow down! 
That’s the message state police are 
trying to get across to motorists who 
are speeding up as the energy crunch 
eases and the memory of gasoline 
shortages starts to fade. 
One year after the 55-mile-per-hour 
speed limit went into effect on a 
nationwide basis, an Associated Press 
survey shows police in some areas are 
giving out almost twice as many 
speeding tickets as they were a year 
ago. Authorities are using radar, 
special 
patrol 
cars 
and 
even 
helicopters to try to slow things down. 
Most officials said motorists were 
driving more slowly than they did 
before the 55 m.p.h. limit was imposed 
as an energy conservation measure. 
But they are driving faster than they 
were last year. 
“We feel the public is stepping their 
speed back up for some reason,” said 
Maj. J.L. Fuqua, commander of the 
Alabama State Troopers, but he added 
that at least people weren’t going 90 or 
% m.p.h. the way they used to. 
Fuqua said the number of accidents, 
injuries and fatalities is higher than 
last year, but below 1973. 
“We have everybody out there we 
can rustle up,” said a Michigan state 
police official, discussing enforcement 
of the 55 m.p.h. limit. He said that a 
spot check in May 1974 showed an 
average speed of 58.8 m.p.h. By 
September the average was 60.4 
m.p.h.; by November, 61.3. 
A spokesman for the Arkansas state 
police said compliance was good in the 
first months after imposition of the 
new limit. “It was the thing to do,” he 
said. “Then the newness wore off.”

The Senate Democratic caucus 
meets today to consider the same 
antiaid resolution that the House 
Democratic caucus approved Wed­ 
nesday by a vote of 189 to 49. 
At the same time, the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee was meeting to 
consider a compromise aid request 
that won 4-3 approval of a sub­ 
committee. The compromise would 
allow $82.5 million in military aid to 
Cambodia until June 30 on the con­ 
dition that steps were taken to bring 
peace to the embattled country. 
The 189 votes in the 
House 
Democratic caucus against further aid 
caused doubts to arise about chances 
for congressional approval of any kind 
of military assistance to Cambodia. 
The tally was only 28 votes short of 
an absolute House majority of 217, and 
House sources speculated there were 
enough antiaid votes among the 51 
Democrats absent from the non­ 
binding caucus vote to assure rejection 
of any aid, if the issue reaches the 
House floor. 
President Ford has asked Congress 
for $222 million in additional military 
aid to Cambodia to help the govern­ 
ment stave off insurgent forces be- 
seiging the capital city of Phnom 
Penh. 
The $275 million in military aid 
already authorized by Congress for 
Cambodia this fiscal year has been 
exhausted. 
In addition, the President has asked 
for another $300 million for military 
assistance to South Vietnam, in ad­ 
dition to the $700 million already given 
this year. 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
subcommittee on foreign assistance 
rcommended by a 4-3 vote Tuesday to 
allow another $125 million in military 
aid for Cambodia and $88 million in 
food and economic assistance. 
The full Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee has set a meeting for next 
Monday 
to vote on the 
recom­ 
mendation. 


He said the number of speeding 
tickets was up, partly because of the 
use of a seven-man squad of police 
cars that moves from area to area, 
enforcing the 55 m.p.h. limit. 
New York State Police said they 
made 14,176 arrests for speeding in 
January this year — up 78 per cent 
from the 1974 figure. They also said a 
survey showed the average speed on 
interstate roads dropped from 63.9 
miles per hour in 1970 to 59.7 in 1974. 
The Washington State Patrol said 
229,500 speeding citations were issued 
in 1974 — more than double the 111,000 
citations handed out in 1973. But of­ 
ficials said motorists were violating 
the law at safer speeds, helping cut the 
death toll. 
They said that the people who drove 
80 m.p.h. when the limit was 70, now 
are driving 65 or 70 rn.ph. A motorist 
who drove about IO miles on an in­ 


terstate highway at do m.p.n. was 
passed by only three cars. 
West Virginia State Police are using 
two helicopters to watch for speeders 
and said people generally are slowing 
down. There were 33 traffic deaths this 
February, however, compared to 24 in 
the same month a year ago and motor­ 
ists trying to drive 55 m.p.h. spotted 
many cars going IO or 15 miles an hour 
above the limit. 
The 55 m.p.h. limit went into effect in 
Virginia in November 1973, four 
months before the national deadline. A 
state police spokesman said motorists 
‘‘haven’t really slowed down to that 
speed, but they’ve slowed down per­ 
ceptibly.” 
The Virginia police are making 
greater use of radar and deploying 
more men on the highways to catch 
speeders, but people still are traveling 
faster than they were a year ago.

NEW YORK (AP) —* News­ 
caster Frank Flair, the last 
original cast member of 
NBC’s “ Today” leaves the 
program for good today after 
more than 25 years of 
predawn i eveUles to prepare 
for the daily show. 
The sober-faced 
South 
Carolinian who became an 
American 
institution 
by 
virtue of his record “ Today” 
tour, says he isn’t quitting 
broadcasting, but does plan to 
loaf a few weeks in West 
Palm Beach, Fla. 
Then, he says, he’ll concen­ 
trate on commercials, lec­ 
tures, a documentary' or two 
and “ be able to do it at my 
own pace. I won’t have the 
confinement I’ve had for 23 
years.” 
He says he regrets leaving 
the show, “ but I wanted to get 
away from the compulsion of 
the five-day routine which 
wears a little thin after all 
those years of getting up at 4 
in the morning.” 
Blair, 59, broke into broad­ 
casting 40 years ago, joined 
NBC in 1950 and started on 
“ Today” with anchorman 
Dave Garroway and an­ 
nouncer Jack liescoulie when 
the two-hour show premiered 
on Jan. 14, 1952. 
In the first nine months, he 
said, 
he 
was based 
in 
Washington, D.C., and did on- 
air interviews with various 
worthies as correspondent 
Bill Monroe currently does in 
the 
modern 
version 
of 
“ Today.” 
The show’s producers later 
moved him to New York per­ 
manently for newscasting 
duties. He’s been here ever 
since, though he now rarely 
conducts interviews and his 
newscasts are composed by 
staff writers. 
In the first shaky years of 
“ Today,” J. Fred Muggs, a 
now-famous chimpanzee was 
added to the cast for reasons 
which still elude Blair. (Irony 
note: Muggs was to appear 
today on ABC’s new “ AM 
America” show, which was 
on against a two-hour Blair 
salute on “ Today.” ) 
“ I think J. Fred was 
brought in to interest young 
people in watching “ Today,” 
Blair said of the old days. 
“ But I never could really 
fathom the chimp being on a 
news program, even though 
“ Today” was more than just 
a news program in the 
Garroway years. 
“ It was a little bit of every­ 
thing, but we’re more news- 
oriented today than we’ve 
ever been since I’ve been on 
the show.” 
Blair is being replaced on 
“ Today” by I^ew Wood, 46, a 
veteran broadcast newsman 
who for the last three years 
has done only commercials, 
not news, on television.

NEW YORK (AP) - News­ 
caster Frank Blair, the last 
original cast member of 
NBC’s “Today” leaves the 
program for good today after 
more than 
23 years 
of 
predawn reveilles to prepare 
for the daily show. 
The 
sober-faced 
South 
Caroi:nian who became an 
American 
institution 
by 
virtue of his record “Today” 
tour, says he isn’t quitting 
broadcasting, but does plan to 
loaf a few weeks in West 
Palm Beach, Fla. 
Then, he says, he’ll concen­ 
trate on commercials, lec­ 
tures, a documentary or two 
and “be able to do it at my 
own pace. I won’t have the 
confinement I’ve had for 23 
years.” 
He says he regrets leaving 
the show, “but I wanted to get 
away from the compulsion of 
the five-day routine which 
wears a little thin after all 
those years of getting up at 4 
in the morning.” 
Blair, 59, broke into broad­ 
casting 40 years ago, joined 
NBC in 1950 and started on 
“ Today” with anchorman 
Dave Garroway and an­ 
nouncer Jack I^escoulie when 
the two-hour show premiered 
on Jan. 14, 1952. 
In the first nine months, he 
said, 
he 
was 
based 
in 
Washington, D.C., and did on- 
air interviews with various 
worthies as correspondent 
Bill Monroe currently does in 
the 
modern 
version 
of 
“Today.” 
The show’s producers later 
moved him to New York per­ 
manently for newscasting 
duties. He’s been here ever 
since, though he now rarely 
conducts interviews and his 
newscasts are composed by 
staff writers. 
In the first shaky years of 
“Today,” J. Fred Muggs, a 
now-famous chimpanzee was 
added to the cast for reasons 
which still elude Blair. (Irony 
note: Muggs was to appear 
today on ABC’s new “AM 
America” show, which was 
on against a two-hour Blair 
salute on “Today.” ) 
“ I think J. Fred was 
brought in to interest young 
people in watching “Today,” 
Blair said of the old days. 
“But I never could really 
fathom the chimp being on a 
news program, even though 
“Today” was more than just 
a news program in the 
Garroway years. 
“It was a little bit of every­ 
thing, but we’re more news- 
oriented today than we’ve 
ever been since I’ve been on 
the show.” 
Blair is being replaced on 
“Today” by I>ew Wood, 46, a 
veteran broadcast newsman 
who for the last three years 
has done only commercials, 
not news, on television.

"The tax will amount to an increase 
of from $55 to $70 annually for the 
typical Ohio residential customer," 
the OGA said. 
Additionally, the OGA said the home 
heating customer would be doubly 
taxed, "first as a gas customer and 
second as the buyer of industrial 
products whose costs are increased by 
the excise tax industry would pay on 
its gas usage.” 
The OGA said the best alternative to 
the excise tax is amending the Natural 
Gas Act to allow deregulation of the 
price of new natural gas at the 
wellhead. 
"This is the best and probably the 
only way to provide the incentive for 
producers to seek out and provide 
increased natural gas supplies,” the 
OGA said. 
Admitting that deregulation would 
also mean higher prices for gas, the 
OGA said the effect would still be less 
inflationary than turning to alternate 
fuels to compensate for the deepening 
gas shortage, since the new gas would 
be developed and rolled-in gradually 
with old gas. 
In the most recent issue of the OGA 
Newsletter, OGA President H. Clifford 
Taylor said that, under deregulation, a 
typical Ohio residential customer 
would pay an extra $13 a year for the 
next ten years.

The new equal yield formula was the 
major proposal of the joint Education 
Review Committee which was created 
by the last legislature to study public 
school financing. 
The committee’s recommendations 
were introduced in bills in the Senate 
Thursday and the House on Wed­ 
nesday. 
Under the equal yield approach, the 
state would guarantee each par­ 
ticipating local school district “the 
same number of dollars per pupil, in 
state and local funds combined, for 
each mill of local property tax, as in 
any other district.”

In opposing the excise tax, a 
proposal of the Federal Energy 
Resource Council, the OGA said the 
tax would make consumers pay an 
extra 37 cents per thousand cubic feet 
of gas without increasing gas supplies 
or lessening gas curtailments. 
“The tax will amount to an increase 
of from $55 to $70 annually for the 
typical Ohio residential customer,” 
the OGA said. 
Additionally, the OGA said the home 
heating customer would be doubly 
taxed, “first as a gas customer and 
second as the buyer of industrial 
products whose costs are increased by 
the excise tax industry would pay on 
its gas usage.” 
The OGA said the best alternative to 
the excise tax is amending the Natural 
Gas Act to allow deregulation of the 
price of new natural gas at the 
wellhead. 
“This is the best and probably the 
only way to provide the incentive for 
producers to seek out and provide 
increased natural gas supplies,” the 
OGA said. 
Admitting that deregulation would 
also mean higher prices for gas, the 
OGA said the effect would still be less 
inflationary than turning to alternate 
fuels to compensate for the deepening 
gas shortage, since the new gas would 
be developed and rolled-in gradually 
with old gas. 
In the most recent issue of the OGA 
Newsletter, OGA President H. Clifford 
Taylor said that, under deregulation, a 
typical Ohio residential customer 
would pay an extra $13 a year for the 
next ten years.
